& prison inspector, was a Russian. The soldiers were khaki uniforms with blue 
collar patches, rreen shirts, dark green neckties and service caps with blue 
bands. They were equipved with submachine puns, light machine guns and mortars 
of about &0-mm caliber, and had light armored reconnaissance vehicles, various 
type trucks and Russian sedars. They were engaged in fipht'ne guerrilla groups in 
the Lublin area? 


3. In the spring of 1950, a barracks installation was being built abont 2 km 
Souicsast of the town on the northside of ‘the road toward Piaski Luterskie 
(S 52/R 26). Four buildings were comrleted in Getober 1951, and others were wnder 
construction. Source learned that a total of 18 25X1 
‘buildings would be constructea: é € Site at about 1,000 x 40 meters. 
The competed bulldings were four-story and about lu meters long.
